Marne, June 7.—American marines 
who began the second attack on the 
German lines late yesterday captur­ 
ed the village of Torcy 
and 
drove 
their way into Bouresches, northwest 
of Chateau-Thierry. This 
morning 
they were holding Torcy in the face 
of repeated counter attacks and were 
pushing back the Germans in the 
streets of Bouresches. Virtually all 
objectives with the exception of a 
small portion 
of 
Belleau 
Wood, 
where fierce fighting continues, were 
attained. The American plan did not 
include the capture of Torcy but 
the marines swept into It and drove 
out the Germans. 
French and Americans Gain Ground. 
Paris, June 7.— American 
troops 
fighting on the main 
battle 
front 
have gained ground on the Torcy-Bel- 
leau and Bouresches lines, west of 
Chateau-Thierry, war office announc­ 
ed today. West of Noyon and north 
of Montdidier, in Picardy area, lo­ 
cal operations were successful and 
prisoners taken by the French. In

the 
French recaptured the villages of Le 
Port, west of Fontency, and Vinly, 
on the Marne 
front northwest

Chateau-Thierry. British troops gain­ 
ed a footing in the village of Bligny, 
inflicted severe losses on the garri­ 
son and a machine gun was captur­ 
ed. There is nothing to report from 
British front, says today’s war office 
statement.

GERMAN PRISONERS ATTEMPT 
TO ESCAPE FROM ENGLAND. 
(By the Associated Press) 
London, June 7— A daring attempt 
to escape from England by crossing 
the English channel in an ordinary 
rowboat was made the other day by 
two escaped German prisoners. They 
were caught on a dark night by a 
patrol at a point on the coast nearest 
Zebrugge, their objective. 
The prisoners who were dressed as 
seafaring men, 
wearing 
blue-serge 


suits and high boots, had traveled 
about sixty miles frt>m their camp 
near Salisbury Plain. One who spoke 
English fluently, made no secret of 
their intention. When searched they 
had between them nearly the equiv­ 
alent of five dollars in silver. About 
a mile along the beach from the spot 
where they were captured they had 
concealed, beneath a boat, bags of 
biscuits, together with 
bread 
and 
fruit, a razor, shaving brush and a 
large bottle of water.

London,

7.—’(Correspond­ 
ence of The Associated Pf ess)—The 
German war prisoner has become the 
"hobo" or Russia—an idle, shiftless 
wanderer who wants neither to work 
nor to fight. Many such prisoners, 
both Germans and Austrians, were 
encountered at different points in 
Russia by the members of the Am­ 
erican Red Cross Mission returning 
from Rumania. They were never un­ 
der guard, were usually in small 
groups, and apparently had no em­ 
ployment or wish for employment. 
They were without arms and shab­ 
bily clad, and always declared em­ 
phatically that they had no desire 
to get back into the German army, 
I nor even any wish to return tto 
] Germany until after a general peace 
I was declared. 
If the prisoners showed any dispo­ 
sition to organize or even to travel 
about in 
marauding 
bands, 
they 
would furnish a serious problem, but 
under present conditions, they are 
merely a nuisance. 
At a small station north of Volog­ 
da, there was a group of about fifty 
prisoners idling on the station plat­ 
form some asleep in the winter sun, 
some playing cards, others whittling 
little toys and knick-knacks out of 
soft wood. The Associated Press cor­ 
respondent talked with 
several 
of 
them. They were greatly surprised to 
hear that the United States had en­ 
tered the war a year before, and 
several of them expressed still more 
surprised at being informed that Am­ 
erica was not the ally of Germany. 
They had been sent to this part o f 
Russia nearly two years before in a 
railway construction gang, but had 
done no work for 
several 
weeks. 
They lived in freight cars and got 
their food by hook or crook from the

Some of them declared that they 
jjiad not had a square meal for many 
days, and they accepted with genuine 
gratitude three old loaves, of black 
bread and a few pieces of chocolate 
which the Americans were able to 
spare them. 
As an 
afterthought, 
one of the Americans brought out to 
them the remains of a large round 
American cheese. 
It had been pur­ 
chased in New York City and had 
accompanied the Mission from Van­ 
couver to Yokahama, 
Moscow and 
Jassy, serving throughout the Ru­ 
manian campaign. 
There were several large camps of 
German prisoners in the far north 
of Russia .but these had mostly brok­ 
en up completely since the revolu­ 
tion, owing to difficulties with the 
food supply. 
It was said that thou­ 
sands of German prisoners in these 
northern camps died of scurvy, which 
wras also prevalent in many of the 
far-northern villages and among the 
refugees.

New York, June 7.—The amount 
of materials annnally used in the 
United Kingdom of 
Great 
Britain 
for the manufacture of alcoholic bev­ 
erages has been reduced from 1,856,- 
000 tons before the beginning of the 
war to 512,000 tons at present, ac­ 
cording to a statement issued here 
by the British Pictorial Service. 
All the materials now being used 
for this purpose, it is stated are util­ 
ized in brewing beer. "During the 
past year," the memorandum 
says, 
"no manufacture of spirits for hu­ 
man consumption has been permit­ 
ted and no further manufacture is at 
present contemplated." 
It is pointed out that about one- 
third of the materials used not of a 
kind that could be used as a hu­ 
man foeti and shat about one-quart­ 
er to one-third of the weight of the 
original materials is recovered in the 
form of 
brewer's 
and 
distiller's 
grains .malt combings for cattle food 
and in the form of yeast for prepar­ 
ing human food. 
“No unmalted barley is now in the 
hands of the brewers or insisters," 
says the statement. "The whole of 
the existing stocks of unmalted grain 
were requisitioned for breadstuffs on 
February 23 last." 
Rations compulsorily imposed in 
the United Kingdom are enumerated 
as follows: 
"Meat, including chicken, all kinds 
of game ,etc., not exceeding I 1-4 
pounds per week. There will be sup­ 
plementary rations for those engag­ 
ed in hard labor. 
“Butter and margaine, 1-4 pound 
of either, not both, per week. 
“Sugar, 1-2 pound per week. 
"There are many 
other 
restric­ 
tions, such as the 
restrictions 
of 
wheat in bread, of feeding ce&fils to 
livestock, in the uses of milk, etc."

San Francisco, June 7.—A great 
astral pencil, whose point is fifty 
miles in circumference, is to draw a 
ejt Mack line 
across 
the 
United 
states from Aberdeen, Wash., to Or­ 
lando, Fla., tomorrow afternoon. 
While the marking Is bfeing made 
chickens are expected to go to roost 
and birds to nest. Street cars may 
run with their headlights aglare, and 
there will be a sudden strain on all 
lighting utilities. 
The great cosmic 
titan who will hold the pencil and 
mark the line will "get even" with 
Washington for stealing an hour of 
sunlight on that day, for he will take 
forty-seven minutes of that sunlight 
back again. 
The point of that pencil, black as 
ebony, .till represent an eclipse of 
the sun. The point will begin with 
the moon, and will drop in an exact 
cone to the earth where it will delete 
a considerable portion of the Pacific 
ocean and the states of Washington, 
Oregon, Utah, Colorado, Kansas, Ark 
ansas, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia 
and Florida, in about the same man­ 
ner that a military censor deletes an 
objectionable line from a war cor­ 
respondent dispatch. The stock of the 
pencil will be represented by a nebul­ 
ous space of infinity, millions of miles 
long .between the sun and the moon. 
Many an astrological Christopher 
Columbus will be out "along the line* 
to discover a new world or two. The 
mythical planet Vulcan, said to hov­ 
er near the sun, may possibly be giv­ 
en a positive identity. The great so­ 
lar force that makes Mercury shake 
with an astral ague as it spins around 
its orbit may be uncovered. A thon- 
and theories may be proven or repud­ 
iated .chief of them being the theory 
of relativity, 
first 
suggested 
by 
Einstein, a German physicist. 
The nubbin of this theory is that 
the light from stars beyond the sun 
is bent J>y the sun’s gravity before 
it reaches the earth in about the 
same manner that a street car rail is 
bent around a slight curve. 
The 
eclipse is expected to prove whether 
such sun gravity can bend light or 
not. 
The eclipse is expected also to 
throw some light on the composition 
of the sun’s spectrum, which, duriig 
the period o fatality, glows rill a 
greenish hue. What makes it grim 
is the question the scientists are go­ 
ing to try to answer. Points of .-iiu- 
ilarity and dissimilarity between the 
atmosphere of the sun and the earth 
are to be given close attention also. 
The polarized light of the sun will 
also attract interest. Scientists at the 
University of California, near here, 
and elsewhere say that the light 
around the sun moves 
in 
regular 
waves like wireless air waves, in­ 
stead of being a steady, even sub­ 
stance, as around the 
earth. 
The 
eclipse may explain this C ^erence. 
The coronal spectrum of the sun, 
according to Professor E. P. Lewis, 
department of Physics, University of 
California, Ti made up of unknown 
elements. Professor Lewis is to study 
Jthia boronal spectrum through a 
large quartz spectigraph as a mem­ 
ber of the Lick Observatory party at 
Goldendale, Wash. The spectigraph, 
in the event of clear weather, is ex­ 
pected to reveal many new and start­ 
ling facts concerning this corona and 
accompanying spectrum. 
The war has had some effect on 
the plans for observing the phenom­ 
ena, many of the scientists who ob­ 
serve such things now being engaged 
on preliminary study of the great 
German eclipse; which is due "some­ 
where in France" at an unnamed 
date. 
Stations have 
been 
established, 
however, by the Lick observatory at 
Goldendale, the United States Naval 
observatory at 
Baker, 
Ore., 
the 
Yerkes and Mount Wilson observator­ 
ies at Green River, Wyo., the Alle­ 
ghany, Chamberlain and Yerkes ob­ 
servatories at Denver, 
the 
Drake 
university observatory at Matheson, 
Col., the Sprout observatory at Eads, 
Colo., and the Emithsonlan astrophy­ 
sical observatory at a point in Kan­ 
sas. 
These stations are all on the line 
to be drawn by the great astral pen­ 
cil and are situated at all sorts of 
altitudes to get all possible effects. 
The eclipse will begin at 7:29 in 
the morning at a point 
south 
of 
Japan and will end at the Bahama 
Islands, east of Florida, at 7:29 in 
the evening, Greenwich mean time. 
The shadow will enter the United 
States at 2:55 in the afternoon, Pa­ 
cific standard time, or 3:55 day­ 
light saving time, and will leave at 
5:41, Central standard time, or 6:41, 
day light saving time. 
The line of totality will be fifty 
miles wide and that uf semi-totality 
150 miles wide. The eclipse will be 
visible, however in varying phases all 
over North and Central America and 
Japan and a great portion of China 
and Russia. 
Before Copernicus discovered' in 
the sixteenth century that the plan­ 
ets revolve about the sun, eclipses 
were a source of terror, scientists 
say. Arabian wise men happened on 
the theory of eclipses some time be­ 
fore, but kept 
the 
knowledge 
to 
themselaes in order that they might 
strengthen their hold on the Illit­ 
erate populace by utiliizng the phe­ 
nomena.

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Havana, Cuba, April 6.—On the% 
eve of the first annivesary of Cuba's* 
declaration of war against Germany, 
Havana presents today a 
festive 
appearance and, as Sunday is a day 
of celebration in all Latin-American 
countries, 
extensive 
preparations 
have been made for a demonstration 
of loyalty to the Entente Allies 
tomorrow. 
Since 
Since Cuba’s war declara­ 
tion, many activities, some military 
and naval, others economic, have 
been put in motion here to aid the 
United States. 
From the time when 
the German and Austrian steamships 
seizzed in Cuban waters were turned 
over outright as a gift to the United 
States Shipping Board, until the 
present, when Cuba is mobilizing her 
her military resources to send a force 
of from 10,000 to 20,000 men to 
France, the whole policy of the re­ 
public has been to subordinte other 
m atters to those obligations of al­ 
liance which her declaration of war 
entailed. The Cuban army and navy 
have been reorganised, and experts 
from the United States army staff 
have estimated that Cuba’s military 
force could be enlarged to a maxi­ 
mum of 100,000 men and maintained 
at that figure indefinitely. 
The Cuban Navy. has assumed pa­ 
trol duty, not only in Cuban territo­ 
rial waters, but also tar out in the 
Caribbean, and it has been aug­ 
mented by a fleet of submarine chas­ 
ers, while other craft are under con­ 
struction. In addition to these mili­ 
tary and 
naval 
measures, 
many 
young Cubans are now in the French 
battle lines as infantrymen and avia­ 
tors. 
As instructors for the Cuban 
Escradille, which is intending to sail 
shortly for the French front, the 
Allies detailed two of their leading 
airmen to Havana, and that both 
these flyers were native Cubans. 
Economically, Cuba’s service has 
been conspicious. 
Cuba’s crop of 
sugar this year totals 3,600,000 long 
tons, which is said to be the greatest 
sugar crop ever raised by one coun­ 
try in the world’s history. The en­ 
tire crop has been turntd over to 
agencies of the United States Food 
Administration and is being market­ 
ed at a figure which, while it brings 
a dimished profit to its patriotic pro­ 
ducers, at the same time hLs tended 
to safeguard the world from profit­ 
eering and extortion in this essential 
food commodity. 
Besides this, Cuba is developing 
her agricultural resources in other 
lines to a great degree so it is hoped 
that the necessity for insisting this 
year on the usual importations of 
foodstuffs from the United States 
will be diminished in the months to 
come.

MMT- ►« A_rtAn» flu, 
CHAPTER X. 


“The Day's Work.” 
I was fast learning that there is a 
regular routine about the work of the 
trenches, although It Is badly upset at 
times by the Germans. 
The real work in the fire trench 
commences at sundown. 
Tommy lf 
like a burglar, he works at night. 
Just as it begins to get dark the 
word “stand to” is passed from trav­ 
erse to traverse, and the men get busy. 
The first relief, consisting of two men 
to a traverse, mount the fire step, one 
man looking over the top, while the 
other sits at his feet, ready to carry 
messages or to Inform the platoon offi­ 
cer of any report made by the seutry 
as to his observations In No Man’s 
Land. The sentry is not allowed to 


relax his watch for a second. If he Is 
luestloned from the trench or asked 
dis/orders, he replies without turning 
around or taking his eyes from the ex­ 
panse of dirt In front of him. The re­ 
mainder of the occupants of his trav­ 
erse either ult on the fire step, with 
bayonets fixed, ready for any emeu 
gency, or lf lucky, and a dugout hap­ 
pens to be in the near vicinity of the 
traverse, and lf the night Is quiet, they 
are permitted to go to same and try 
and snatch a few winks of sleep. Little 
sleeping is done; generally the men sit 
around, smoking fags and seeing who 
can tell the biggest lie. Some of them, 
perhaps with their feet in water, would 
write home sympathizing with the 
“governor” because he was laid up 
with a cold, contracted by getting his 
feet wet on his way to work in Wool­ 
wich arsenal. If a man should luanage 
to doze off, likely as not he would wake 
with a start as the clammy, cold feet 
of a rat passed over hts face, or the 
next relief stepped on his stomach 
while stumbling on their way to relieve 
the sentries in the trench. 
Just try to sleep with a belt full of 
ammunition around you, your rifle bolt 
biting into your ribs, Intrenching tool 
bandle sticking into the small of your 
back, with a tin hat for a pillow and 
feeling very damp and cold, with 
“cooties” boring for oil in your arm­ 
pits, the air foul from the stench ut 
grimy human bodies and smoke from a 
juicy pipe being w hiffed into your nos­ 
trils, then you will not wonder why 
Tommy occasionally takes a turn ll 
the trench for a rest. 
While In a front-line trench orders 
forbid Tommy from., removing hit 
boots, puttees, clothing or equipment 
The ‘^cooties” take advantage of thli 
'order and mobilize their forces, an^ 
Tommy swears vengeance on them ani 
mutters to himself, “Just wait until I 
hit rest billets and am able to get raj 
own back.” 
Just before daylight the men “tun 
to” and tumble out of the dugouts, mat 
the fire step until it gets light, or tin 
welcome order “stand down” is given 
Sometimes before “stand down” is b r 
dered, the command “five rounds rap 
Id” la passed along the trench. Tidy 
means that each man must rest hi* 
rifle on the top* and fire aa rapidly a* 
possible five- shots aimed toward th 
German trenches, and then duck (wit! 
the emphasis on the “duck”). There! 
a great rivalry between the opposing 
forces to get their rapid fire all oft 
first, because the early bird, In this It 
stance, catches the worm—sort of get 
the jump o b the other fellow, catchlq 
him unawares. 
We had a sergeant in our battalio 
named Warren. He was on duty wit 
bis platoon in the fire trench one aftei

tumbled off the step, fell into the mud 
at the bottom of the trench, and lay 
still In a huddled heap with a bullet 
hole In his forehead. 
At about the time he expected to ar­ 
rive at Waterloo station he was laid 
to rest In a little cemetery behind the 
lines. He had gone to Blighty. 
In the trenches one can never tell— 
it Is not safe to plan very far ahead. 
After “stand down” the men sit on 
the fire step or repair to their respec­ 
tive dugouts and wait for the “rum is­ 
sue” to materialize. Immediately fol­ 
lowing 
the 
rum 
comes .breakfast, 
brought up from the rear. Sleeping is 
then in order unless some special work 
turns up. 
Around 12:30 dinner shows up. 
When this Is eaten the men try to 
amuse themselves until “ten” appears 
at about four o’clock, then “stand to” 
and they carry on as before. 
While in rest billets Tommy gets up 
about six In the morning, washes up. 
answers roll call, Is Inspected by his 
platoon officer, and has breakfast. At 
8 :45 he parades (drills) with his com­ 
pony or goes on fatigue according to 
the orders w’hich have been read out 
by the orderly sergeant the night pre­ 
vious. 
Between l l :30 and noon he Is dis­ 
missed, hah his dinner and is “on his 
own” for the remainder of the day, 
unless he has clicked for a digging or 
working party, and so It goes on from 
day to day, always “looping the loop” 
and looking forward to peace and 
Blighty. 
Sometimes, 
while engaged 
In a 
“cootie” hunt, you think. Strange to 
say, but it Is a fact, while Tommy is 
searching his shirt serious thoughts 
come to him. Many a time, when per­ 
forming this operation, I have tried 
to figure out the outcome of the war 
and what will happen to me. 
My thoughts generally ran In this 
channel: 
Will I emerge safely from the next 
attack? If I do will I skin through the 
following one, and so on? While your 
mind Is wandering Into the future It 
Is likely to be rudely brought to earth 
by a Tommy interrupting with, “What’s 
good for rheumatism?” 
Then you have something else to 
think of. Will you come out of this 
war crippled and tied Into knots with 
rheumatism, caused by the wet and 
mud of trenches and dugouts? 
You 
give it up as a bad Job and generally 
saunter over to the nearest estamlnet 
to drown your moody forebodings In a 
glass of sickening French beer or to 
try your luck at the always present 
game of “house.” You can hear the 
sing-song voice of a Tommy droning 
out the numbers as he extracts the 
little squares of cardboard from the 
bag between his feet. 


CHAPTER XI. 


Over the Top. 
On my second trip to the trenches 
our officer was making his rounds of 
inspection, and we received the cheer­ 
ful news that at four in the morning 
we were to go over the top and take 
the German front-line trench. My heart 
turned to lead. Then the officer car­ 
ried on with his instructions. To the 
he*t of my memory I recall them as 
follows: “At eleven a wiring party will 
so out in front and cot lanes through 
our barbed wire for the passage of 
< coops in the morning. At two o’clock

home. saying that In the morning they 
‘re going over the top. and also that 
« I he letters reached their destination 
it woajd mean that the writer had been 
killed. 
These letters were turned over to 
the captain with Instructions to mall 
name in the event of the writer’s being 
killed. 
Some of the men made oat 
their wills In their pay books, under 
the caption, “WHI and Last Testa­ 
m ent” 
Then the nerve-racking wait com­ 
menced. Every now and then I would 
glance at the dial of my wrist watch 
and was surprised to see how fast the 
minutes passed by. About five minutes 
to two I got nervous waiting for our 
guns to open up. I could not take my 
eyes from my watch. 
I (‘roached 
against the parapet and strained ray 
muscles in a deathlike grip upon my 
rifle. 
As the hands on my watch 
showed two o’clock a blinding red flare 
lighted up the sky In our rear. then 
thunder. Intermixed with* a sharp, whis­ 
tling sound In the air over our heads. 
The shells from our guns were speed­ 
ing on their way tow*ard the German 
lines. 
With one accord the men 
sprang up on the fire step and looked 
over the top in the direction of the 
German trenches. A line of bursting 
shells lighted up No Man’s Land. The 
din was terrific and the ground trem­ 
bled. Then, high above our heads we 
could hear a sighing moan. Our big 
boyg1'behind the line had opened up 
and 9.2*8 and 15-inch shells commenced 
dropping Into the German lines. The 
flash of the guns behind the lines, the 
scream of the shells through the air, 
and the flare of them, bursting. w*as a 
spectacle that put Pain’s greatest dis­ 
play Into the shade. 
The constant 
pup, pnp, of German machine guns and 
an occasional rattle of rifle firing gave 
me the impression of a huge audience 
applauding the work of the butteries. 
Our 18-pounders were destroying the 
German barbed wire, w’hile the heavier 
stuff was demolishing their trenches 
and bashing in dugouts or funk holes. 
Then Fritz got busy. 
Their shells went screaming over­ 
head, aimed in the direction of the 
flares from our batteries. Trench mor­ 
tars started dropping “Minnies” in 
our front line. We clicked several cas­ 
ualties. 
Then they suddenly ceased. 
Our artillery had taped or silenced 
them. 
During the bombardment you cnnM 
almost read a newspaper in our trench. 
Sometimes in the flare of a shell-bur.w 
a man’s body would he silhouetted 
against the parados of the trench and 
it appeared like a huge monster. You 
£>uld hardly hear yourself think. When 
an ordbr was to be passed down the 
treneh you had to jell it, using your 
hands as a funnel into the ear of the, 
man sitting next to you on the fire step.; 
In about twenty minutes a generous 
ruin issue was doled out. After drink­ 
ing the ninwsjvhich tasted like varnish* 
and sent a^Hiudder through your 
frame, you wondered why they made 
you wait until the lifting of the bar­ 
rage before going over. At ten min­ 
utes to four word was passed down. 
“Ten minutes to go!” 
Ten minutes 
to live! We were shivering all over. 
My legs felt as lf they were asleep. 
Then word was passed down: “First 
wave get on and near the scaling lad- 
flers.” 
These were small wooden ladders 
which we had placed against the para-; 
pet to enable us to go over the top on 
the lifting of the barrage. “Ladders of 
death” we called them, and veritably 
they were. 
Before a charge Tommy is the po­ 
litest of men. There is never any posh­ 
ing or crowding to be first up these 
(adders. We crouched around the base; 
of the ladders waiting for the word 
to go over. I was sick and faint, and 
was puffing away at an unlighted fag;’. 
Then came the word, ‘Three minutes] 
to go; upon the lifting of the barrage 
and on the blast of the whistles, ‘Overj 
the top with the best o* luck and give; 
thorn hell.’ ” 
The famous phrase of i 
(Ap western front. The Jonah phrase) 
of the western front. 
To Tommy it’ 
means If you are lucky enough to come; 
back you will be minus an arm or a' 
leg. Tommy hates to be wished the; 
best of luck; so, when peace is de­ 
clared, if It ever Is, and you meet a 
Tommy on the street, just wish him the1 
best of luck and duck the brick that 
follows. - 
I glanced again at my wrist watch. 
We all wore them and you could hardly 
call us “sissies” for doing so. It was a 1 
minute to four. I could see the hand 
move to the twelve, then a dead si­ 
lence. 
It hart. 
Everyone looked up 
to see what had happened, but not for 
long. 
Sharp whistle blasts rang out 
along the trench, and with a cheer the 
men scrambled up the ladders. The 
bullets were cracking overhead, and 
occasionally a machine gun would rip 
and tear the top of the sandbag para­ 
p et How I got up that ladder I will 
never know. The first ten feet out in 
front was agony. 
Then we passed 
through lanes in our barbed wire. I 
knew I was running, but could feel no 
morion below the waist. Patches on 
the ground seemed to float to the rear 
as If I were on a treadmill and scen­ 
ery was rushing past me. The Ger­ 
mans had put a barrage of shrapnel 
across No Man’s Land, and yon could 
hear the pieces slap the ground about 
you. 
After I had passed our barbed wire 
and gotten into No Man’s Land a 
Tommy about fifteen feet to my right 
front turned around and looking !p my) 
direction, put his hand to his mouth 
and yelled something which I could not! 
make out on account of the noise from,’ 


fflrt would rise Into Che air and u rico­ 
chet ballet would whine on Its way.’ 
If a Tommy should see one of these 
little spurts in front of him, he would 
tell the nurse about it later. 
The 
crossing of No Man’s Land remains rn 
blank to me. 
Men on my right and left would 
stumble and fall. Some would tr^ to 
get up. while others remained hudf% 
and 
motionless. 
Then sraashed-up 
barbed wire came Into view and 
seemed carried on a tide to the rear. 
Suddenly, In front of me loomed a 
hashed-in trench about four feet wide. 
Queer-looking forms like mud turtles 
were shambling up Its wall. One of 
these forms seemed to slip and then 
rolled to the bottom of the trench. I 
leaped across this Intervening space. 
The man to my left seemed to pause in 
midair, then pitched head down Into 
the German trench. I laughed out loud 
in my delirium. Upon alighting on the 
other side of the trench I came to with 
a sadden jolt. Right In front of me 
loomed a giant form with a rifle which 
looked about ten feet long, on the end 
of which seemed seven bayonets. These 
flashed In the alfr In front of me. Then 
through my mind flashed the admoni­ 
tion of our bayonet Instructor bac£ In • 
Blighty. He had said, “whenever you 
get in a charge and run your bayonet 
up to the hilt intosa German the Frits 
will fall. 
Perhaps your rifle will be • 
wrenched from your grasp. 
Do not 
waste time, lf the bayonet is fouled 
In his equipment, by putting your foot 
on his stomach and tugging at tho rifle * 
to extricate the bayonet. 
Simply 
press the trigger and the bullet will 
free It.” In my present situation this 
was the logic, but tor the life of me >' 
I could not remember how he had told 
me to get my bayonet into tho Ger­ 
man. To me this was the paramount 
issue. 
I closed my eyes and lunged 
forward. My rifle w anton) from my 
hands. 
I must have gotten the Ger* 
man because he had disappeared. 
About twenty feet to my left front 
was a huge Prussian nearly six feet 
four inches in height, a fine specimen 
of physical manhood. 
The bayonet 
from his rifle was missing, but he 
clutched the barrel in both hands and 
was swinging the butt around his head. 
I could almost hear the swish of the 
butt passing through the air. Three 
little Tommies were engaged with Mm. 
They looked like pigmies alongside of 
the Prussian. The Tommy on the left 
was gradually circling to the rear of 
Jbis opponent. It was a funny sight to 
see them duck the swinging butt and 
try to jab him at the same time. The 
Tommy nearest me received the butt 
of the German’s rifle in a smashing 
blow below the right temple. 
It 
smashed his head like an eggshell. He 
pitched forward on his side and a con­ 
vulsive shudder ran through his body. 
Meanwhile the other Tommy had 
gained the rear of the Prussian. Sud­ 
denly about four inches of bayonet 
protruded from the throat of the Prus­ 
sian soldier, who staggered forward 
and fell. I will never forget the look 
of blank astonishment that came over 
his face. 
Then something hit me in the left 
shoulder aud my left side went numb. 
It felt as if a hot poker was being 
driven through me. 
I felt no p a in - 
just a sort of nervous shock. A bay­ 
onet had pierced me from the rear. I 
fell backward on the ground, but was 
hot unconscious, because I could see 
dim objects moving around me. Then. 
;a flash of light in front of my eyes and! 
unconsciousness. 
Something had hit] 
me on the head. I have n^ver found’ 
out what it was. 
I dreamed I was being tossed about 
In an open boat on a heaving sea and 
opened my eyes. The moon was shin­ 
ing. I was on a stretcher being car­ 
ried down one of our communication 
trenches. 
At tte advanced first-aid 
post my wounds were dressed, # and 
then I was put into an ambulance* and 
sent to one of the base hospitals. The 
wounds in my shoulder and head were 
not serious and in six weeks I had re­ 
joined my company for service in the 
front line.

die. We have known of innumerable 
cases where sitting hens die on the 
nests because of having their life 
blood taken away from 
them 
by 
mites. It is the habit of mites to 
frequent a dark place. Therefore, lf 
you haye a good, light poultry house 
with an open front, it would help 
considerably in getting rid of the

"The spirit of voluntary service 
which at the beginning of the war 
revealed itself in its fairest aspect 
has now disappeared," says the arti­ 
cle.

Scholastic standards in the public 
school have fallen so low, it is said.
